The saying that charity should begin. at 
home suggests and supports the conclu.

by what nature, circumstance and educa- 
t.on have made him. Self-myprovement 
is thus the starting point of all genuine 
and permapent amendment. Progress 
from bed to good, from good to better, 
frem better to best, is simply a process 
of mending and perfecting our ways. 
It is accordingly plain that that radividual 
is best and greatest who makes the fullest 
and highest use of all his foulties, pow- 
ere, and opportunities, and what is true of 
the Individual is true of the mass, so it is 
obvious that a community composed of in- 
dividuals animated and controlled by the 
principle of self-improvement will at least 
have tound, and be following, the true and 
only pathway of progress. Life has no 
higher end, no worthier purpose than the 
formation of a noble character. To attain 
this implies asincere, heroic, and dutiful 
conduct, and all that is meant by a career 
of meritorious exertion. An honest man, 
we are teld, is the noblest work of 
God, and this is so because the world is 
made better for his having lived m it 
Moreover, it is difficult to conceive what 
other use or business any ot us have here 
but to improve ourselves and others. The 
only ethics that will apply to finite and 
consequently imperfect creatures are the 
ethics of utility. The greatest happiness 
principle has its foundation in the neces- 
sary conditions of our being. We cannot 
help desiring happiness, and this it is which 


Lt is so now; it has always been so. The 
history of the race is the history of a con- 
tinuous effort after something better 
and higher, but it is in 
the lives of ite representative 
great men that we read the history of 
mankind. This is the meaning of the 
grand phrase of Pericles that “the whole 
earth is the monument of illustrious men.” 
But it will be asked what has all this to 
do with self-improvement. Simply this— 
that there is mo other means of real pro- 
grees, and that the noblest specimens of 
humanity are the most brilljant examples 
of the practice of this rule. Unauestion- 
ably it should be the aum and effort of ev- 
ery man and woman to make the most of 
themselves, as only by so doing 
can we expect to have a high 
state of society. The character of a civil- 
ization will be exalted in proportion to 
the prevalence with which this standard 
is attempted and realized. For society is 
but the sum ef our combined efforts aad 
characters, and as these are in detail so 
will be the mass. Right thoughts, feelings, 
and purposes are the parents of right ac 
tiuns, and where the former sbound the 
latter will soon follow. One is seed, the 
other fruit. If therefore we sow the right 
seed, we shall reap the right fruit. 
Humboldt wrote that “man must will aed 
desire the great and good; the rest comes 
as decreed.” ‘This 1s a recognition of the 
fact that the foundation and beginning ot 
all excellence in human affairs and insti- 
tutions is individual merit. The structure 
can be no better than the materials of 
which it is composed; the stream cannot 
rise higher than its source; a society will 
be no worthier than the men and women 
forming it Ali therefore depends up- 
the character of these individuals. 
Corrupt men make a corrupt social organ- 
Governments are bad because 
rulers are bad, and the latter are only pos- 
sible in a country where the ascendant 
constituency approves or is indifferent to 
the character of its rulers. When it is 
once realized that self-development is the 
source of all imprevement we shall not be 
able to think lightly of individual reapon- 
sibility. Society needs the services of all 
its members, and no one is so humble 
that he can negiect his duty with im- 
punity. The evildoer does harm in 
two ways, first by the direct injury he ing 
flicts upon himself and others, and next by 
the loss which society sustains by being 
deprived of the services of one of its mem- 
bers. As no man is wholly without influ- 
ence, 80 itis clear that it should be each 
one’s concern to try to make better the cir- 
cle over which his influence spreads, or, in 
the finer language of Prof. Huxley, “w 
live in a world which is full of misery and 
ignorance, and the plain duty of each and 
all of us is to try t© make the little corner 
he can influence somewhat less miserable 
and )«€6wsomewhat less ignorant than 
it was before he entered it.” 

And there isa gracious reward in this 
habit of domg our duty. 
habit becomes a sort of second nature, and 
the result is a character whose predomi- 
nant impulses and desires are commendable 
and hence come the good and noble lives 
which command our admiration and 
honor. Such characters, such lives, are 
the product of. education, of the enlarged 
self-culture of which we bave so often 
spoken. How beautifully and with what 
profound and far-reaching wisdom is this 
truth expressed by George Eliot. She 
writes: “Our lives make a moral tradition 
for our individual selves, es the life of 
mankind at large makes a moral tracition 
for the race; and to have once acted great- 
ly seems a reason why we should always
